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Cities seek tax revenue security from the State

At a time of budget cuts, un- 
stable job market, and slow 
economy; city governments across 
the State of California are clamor- 
ing more than ever for financial 
and tax consideration from their 
bigger government brothers: 
county, state and federal. 

Part of the problem is that 
California legislators, faced with 
double-digit deficits in the billions 
of dollars, have turned to re-cut- 
ting slices of the tax pie into larger 
and larger state portions. The ap- 
propriating of expected tax rev- 
enues has caused considerable 
woes for county and city govern- 
ments throughout the state. Not 
only because it creates greater 
overall deficits: but because local 
officials must postpone or redo 
actions that will address their own 
budget woes. How can they make 
responsible decisions for budget 


cuts or augmentations if they don’t 
know how much more of the local 
taxes will be garnished by the state 
for its budget-balancing? 

Cities announce petition 


drive 

The San José Mayor Ron 
Gonzalez and city council mem- 
bers announced a statewide peti- 
tion drive to place an initiative on 
the November Ist ballot that is in- 
tended to address the problems 
caused by the insecure city portion 
of the local tax base. It is called 
the Local Taxpayer and Public 
Safety Protection Act (LOCAL). 

The Protection Act will be a 
constitutional amendment if it is 
passed, that will require voter ap- 
proval for any future legislation 
that provides for reductions in city 
revenues based on January 1,2003 
levels. Local governments are 
seeking to preserve levels of in- 
come from vehicle license fee rev- 
enues and sales taxes, as well as 
maintain proportionate shares of 
local property tax revenues. 

It will also require the State to 
reimburse local governments 
within 180 days for the increased 
costs of implementing any state- 
mandated obligations — except for 
some variances of mandates that 
modify city employee rights or sta- 
tus. The Protection Act will not

ety. High taxes translate into ser- 
vices for everyone. In Italy and 
most western European coun- 
tries, everyone has health insur- 
ance. Who pays? Citizens do, 
with their taxes. 

In the U.S., we have 40 mil- 
lion people without health insur- 
ance. That's roughly the popula- 
tion of Spain. 

But it's not only health ser- 
vices which taxes pay for. Decent 
pensions for senior citizens also 
come out of people's taxes. 
Schools are funded by taxes. In 
many Europeans countries, uni- 
versity education is heavily sub- 
sidized and is available to any- 
one who is academically quali- 
fied. 

Taxes mean that people see 
themselves in the same boat and 
everyone has to pay because ev- 
eryone benefits. 

You see it in public transpor- 
tation. In Europe public transpor- 
tation is very good. Automobiles 
are discouraged. Gasoline in Eu- 
rope costs about 5 dollars a gal- 
lon. Much of it goes for taxes 
which are used for services ev- 
eryone enjoys. 

In the U.S., paying taxes has 
been demonized. They are always 
too high. Politicians who mention 
raising taxes, even for a worthy 
cause, are putting their careers on 
the line. 

So politicians have to lie. 
They cannot raise taxes and yet 
have to continue to provide ser- 
vices because we want them. The 
results are pretty evident. The 
federal deficit keeps growing. So 
we keep on spending money we 
don’t have. Our kids’ inheritance? 
It’s worse than that. Our kids’ fu- 
ture. 

In California, voters recently 
approved a proposition to allow 
the state government to borrow 
up to $15 billion so we don’t have 
taxes raised. Our kids will even- 
tually pay the loan. 

Borrowing to avoid higher 
taxes Is palatable. Bust it’s a lie. 
Let’s tell the truth politicians are 
too cowardly to express. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger already raised 
Californians’ taxes. But the tar- 
geted taxpayers aren’t old enough 
to vote yet. That’s about as close 
to taxation without representation 
as you Can get. 

Even raising taxes on the 
very rich is anathema. Califor- 
nia’s budget woes would have 
been solved by modest increases

on those making more than 
$200,000 a year. According to 
two California professors, the 
state could have raised about $13 
billion in revenue and these rich 
people’s lifestyles would not have 
been affected at all. For example, 
California Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger was making $20 
million a year making movies. 
Could he have lived well on $19 
million? $15 million? You bet. 
Raising taxes on the rich would 
have meant that 98% of Califor- 
nians would not have their taxes 
raised. 

Schwarzenegger wasn't 
brave enough to ask the rich to 
pay their fair share. He took the 
money from children instead. 

Reducing taxes is always 
popular in spite of huge budget 
deficits. Schwarzenegger, in fact, 
reduced the very unpopular car 
tax. 

Cutting taxes has even been 
sold also as a way to stimulate the 
economy. President Bush cut 
taxes three times since becoming 
president. The economy is still in 
doldrums. Virtually no new jobs 
have been created. If you are re- 
ally interested in creating jobs. do 
what the U.S. government did in 
the 1930s —hire people directly 
to do work the country really 
needs. Giving money to the rich 
does not create jobs. 

Unfortunately, those who 
want to continue to cut taxes are 
really intending to reduce ser- 
vices. Their message is for each 
of us to live as an individual in- 
stead of group. You work, make 
your money, take care of yourself, 
and don't worry about others. 
Also, don’t expect help from oth- 
ers when things don’t go well. If 
you can't afford health insurance 
because companies keep raising 
rates, don’t expect help from the 
government. Hopefully, charities 
will take care of you. If not, that's 
your problem. 

My Italian friend was happy 
with her “tax cut,” but I suspect 
that as she becomes more Ameri- 
canized, she'll begin to believe 
her new tax rate is too high. How 
long will it take her to figure out 
she shouldn’t be happy about her 
new tax rate? Not very long.

Washington, (EFE).- Organi- 
zaciones feministas y a favor del 
derecho al aborto y los derechos 
reproductivos de la mujer planean 
una manifestación en el “mall” de 
Washington D.C. para protestar 
contra la política de George W. 
Bush en estos temas. 

Estas organizaciones acusan al 
presidente de querer retroceder a 
“la época de los abortos en los ca- 
llejones”. 

La “Marcha por la vida de la 
mujer” se realiza el domingo 25 de 
abril y tendrá una duración de siete 
horas. de diez de la mañana a cinco 
de la tarde. 

Los organizadores esperan una 
participación de miles de personas 
procedentes de todas partes del 
país. 

En una conferencia telefónica 
celebrada el miércoles pasado el 
reverendo Ignacio Castuera, ca- 
pellán de la Federación Estado- 
unidense por la Planificación Fa- 
miliar, dijo que la mayoría de los 
estadounidenses, “incluidos los ca- 
tólicos romanos”, están a favor de 
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los derechos reproductivos de la 
mujer. 

Aseguró que quienes se opo- 
nen son “solamente los grupos 
sectarios de derecha que se han 
apegado a la administración del 
gobierno de Bush”. 

“Están destruyendo todas las 
ganancias que se habían hecho y 
como personas religiosas nosotros 
estamos opuestos a que continúe 
esa guerra verdadera contra los 
derechos” de la mujer, agregó Cas- 
tuera. 

Durante la administración del 
presidente Bush, la política en ma- 
teria de prevención sexual ha sido 
la de promover la abstinencia se- 
xual. 

El gobierno canceló los fondos 
federales a organizaciones no gu- 
bernamentales que proveían infor- 
mación y cuidados para la inte- 
rrupción del embarazo y aumen- 
taron sus aportaciones a organiza- 
ciones, en su mayoría religiosas de 
tendencia conservadora, que pro- 
mueven la abstinencia sexual hasta 
el matrimonio. 

En Estados Unidos viven, al 
menos, 19 millones de latinas, de 
las cuales el 25% no reciben cui- 
dado pre-natal en los primeros tres 
meses del embarazo. 

Silvia Henriquez, directora 
ejecutiva del Instituto Nacional 
Latino por una Salud Reproduc- 
tiva, señaló que una de cada cuatro 
hispanas embarazadas entre los 15 
y los 44 años, aborta. 

Según datos de la Fundación 
NARAL, los casos de los embara- 
zos no deseados entre las latinas 
casi duplican los casos de los em- 
barazos no deseados entre las mu- 
jeres anglosajonas. 

Por su parte, Dolores Huerta, 
de la organización Trabajadores del 
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Campo Unidos en Estados Unidos, 
sostuvo que muchas veces las 
mujeres adolescentes cuando están 
embarazadas “temen decirles a sus 
familias”, y “llegan a matar a su 
niño, lo cual es muy trágico”. 

En tanto, Antonhy Romero, di- 
rector ejecutivo de la Unión Ameri- 
cana de Libertades Civiles 
(ACLU), señaló que “durante los 
últimos tres años hemos visto un 
ataque contra los derechos de los 
inmigrantes que han sido sor- 
prendentes”. 

“Han atacado los derechos de 
los inmigrantes en el contexto de 
la guerra contra el terrorismo”, 
agregó Romero y destacó que el 
derecho al aborto también está bajo 
ataque.

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Little prayer book helps illegal 
immigrants cross U.S. border

Mexico City, (EFE).- A Mexi- 
can priest hopes a little prayer book 
he has put together specifically for 
emigrants will provide protection 
for them during the dangerous jour- 
ney north and consolation if the job- 
seeker is caught and sent home. 

The “migrant’s prayer book” 
has been used by a number of Mexi- 
cans to find the necessary inner 
strength to cross the U.S. border, the 
Rev. Javier Bocanegra, parish priest 
of San Joaquin, a town of 8,000 resi- 
dents located in the central state of 
Queretaro, told EFE. 

The priest recently launched a 
campaign to spread the use of the 
prayer book among the townspeople 
after noticing that large numbers 
were leaving to try to enter the 
United States illegally in search of 
work, and that even more may be 
tempted to follow now that the 
weather is improving. 

“Shepherd Jesus, at this mo- 
ment I am at the border which I am 
determined to cross even though I 
know it’s illegal,” reads one of the 
prayers, which continues with a jus- 
tification for the decision to reach 
the neighboring country to obtain 
“peace and prosperity” for the 
immigrant’s family. 

In the event the illegal immi- 
grant is caught by the police and 
deported, the little book also in- 
cludes a prayer the unfortunate trav- 
eler can say to relieve his sorrow. 

“Lord of heaven and Earth: I 
am disappointed and humiliated 
because I couldn’t reach my desti- 
nation. I was detained with other 
brothers who also didn’t make it. I 
acknowledge that I have defied hu- 
man laws,” part of the prayer reads. 

“IT was arrested for crossing a

line men have drawn as a border. | 
ask you for serenity to accept these 
setbacks and the necessary strength 
to overcome them,” it concludes. 

The prayer book - whose author 
is unknown - was originally printed 
by Rev. Fidencio Lopez, parish 
priest of Tierrablanca, in Guana- 
juato state. 

“T reprinted it in San Joaquin, 
so immigrants could use it as a spiri- 
tual guide. Either they ask us for it 
or we hand it out,” explained 
Bocanegra. 

The clergyman noted that al- 
though the Catholic Church urges 
people not to embark on such a dan- 
gerous trip, “we can't convince 
them not to do it” given the precari- 


ous economic situation of many of 


these would-be immigrants. 

The book also includes advice 
on how illegal immigrants can keep 
safe when crossing the U.S. border 
and “emergency and contact tele- 
phone numbers” of attorneys and 
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addresses of places where they can 
stay near the border. 

Practically all the 5,000 copies 
Bocanegra had printed have already 
been distributed and a second edi- 
tion is possibly in the works. 

The parish priest, who has three 
siblings living in the U.S., maintains 
that most of the town's residents 
have tried to go north, or “have done 
so, come back, and now want to re- 
turn with their families.” 

The 36-year-old clergyman be- 
lieves the prayer book allows read- 
ers to feel “the presence of God,” 
and that saying the prayers continu- 
ally brings peace to the soul. 

The arrival of spring and the 
accompanying warmer weather 
considerably increases the flow of 
undocumented immigrants along 
Mexico's northern border, where 
last year more than 400 people died 
of exposure and thirst trying to reach 
the United States.<> 
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Inician trabajos de excavación 
en busca de posible narcotúnel 


Calexico (California), 
(EFE).- Las autoridades fede- 
rales iniciaron el pasado martes 
los trabajos para inutilizar un 
túnel que cruza la frontera de 
México y podría haberse usado 
para introducir drogas a Esta- 
dos Unidos 

Lauren Mack, portavoz de 
la Oficina Policial de Inmi- 
gración y Aduanas (ICE por 
sus siglas en inglés), dijo a EFE 
que para la tarde del martes 
pasado “no hemos encontrado 
aún evidencias de un túnel, 
pero queremos confirmar con 
el experto (un antropólogo que 
se ofreció como voluntario)” y 
cuyo nombre no fue revelado. 

EL ICE sospecha que tras 
la localización de dos túneles 
anteriores en la misma área. 
bandas de narcotraficantes po- 
drían estar construyendo otros 
pasadizos para cruzar drogas a 
EE.UU: 

Utilizando un equipo de 
perforación —de una com- 
pañía privada contratada para 
el trabajo — obreros bajo el 
mando del ICE realizaron por 
lo menos cinco perforaciones 
de unas nueve pulgadas cada 
una. 

La búsqueda se concentra 
en la Calle Segunda de Ca- 
lexico, cercana a la frontera, 
donde a finales del año pasado 
fueron localizados los otros 
dos túneles accidentalmente 
por obreros de la ciudad y pa- 
trulleros fronterizos a bordo de 
un vehículo, confirmó la vo- 
cera.

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“Encontramos un terreno 
húmedo y al ir más a fondo en- 
contramos agua, pero no pode- 
mos decir una que se trata de 
un túnel que atraviesa la fron- 
tera”, declaró Mack. 

La obra se realiza luego de 
que con ayuda un nuevo mé- 
todo tecnológico que las auto- 
ridades no han identificado aún 
pero que el mes pasado descu- 
brió “una irregularidad en el 
subsuelo”. 

Ninguno de los planos de 
la ciudad de Calexico mostraba 
la existencia de esa irregula- 
ridad, por lo que el ICE solicitó 
ayuda para hacer las perfora- 
ciones en busca del posible 
pasadizo. 

Mack indicó que la forma 
de la irregularidad subterránea, 
que no sigue una línea recta y 
se ha percibido entre la Calle 
Segunda y la malla de metal 
que marca la frontera, tiene un 
parecido con los túneles encon- 
trados en 2003. 

En septiembre y octubre 
del año pasado fueron locali- 
zados sobre la misma Calle 
Segunda y con una distancia de 
200 yardas entre si los otros 
dos túneles que pasaban de uno 
a otro lado de la frontera. 

El Departamento Estado- 
unidense Antidrogas (DEA por 
sus siglas en inglés) de Ca- 
lexico informó sobre la posibi- 
lidad de que grupos de narco- 
traficantes construyan túneles 
adicionales a los encontrados 
hasta ahora para introducir 


ilegalmente drogas al país. 

Para Michael Vigil, ex di- 
rector de la DEA, los túneles 
encontrados podrían ser obra 
de los carteles que encabezan 
los hermanos Arellano Félix o 
Ismael Zambada, apodado “El 
Mayo”, grupos que tienen una 
violenta competencia en la 
frontera mexicana. 

Dependiendo de los resul- 
tados de esta búsqueda, el ICE 
solicitaría asistencia a auto- 
ridades mexicanas en la vecina 
ciudad de Mexicali para en- 
contrar la entrada al que parece 
ser un túnel inconcluso que se 
dirigiría de la frontera a una 
construcción de nuevos depar- 
tamentos en Calexico. 

Tras los ataques terroristas

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Mantenimiento y limpieza de alfombras y moquetas

(EFE).- Aunque con la llegada del 
buen tiempo no es imprescindible retirar 
las alfombras, sin embargo, su presencia 
puede llegar a ser molesta, ya que pro- 
yectan sensación de calor, de agobio, por 
lo que se suele decidir prescindir de ellas 
hasta la llegada del frío. Pero, antes de 
retirarlas hay que limpiarlas muy bien, 
luego guardarlas en un lugar seco, oscuro 
y envueltas en papel de periódicos con 
productos antipolillas y antigusanos de 
seda. 

Una alfombra de calidad está fabri- 
cada con seda o lana y anudada a mano 
por un artesano; aunque últimamente 
también se confeccionan buenas piezas a 
máquina. En ambos casos la calidad de la 
misma se determina a través del número 
de nudos. 

Las más simples tienen unos 300.000 
nudos por metro cuadrado: las finas hasta 
500,000 y las extrafinas suelen tener más 
de un millón de nudos. Los nudos sirven 
para resaltar los contornos y los detalles 
de los dibujos, florales o geométricos. que 
definen la calidad de una alfombra. 

Las mejores alfombras, independien- 
temente de su lugar de origen, 
confeccionadas con las técnicas persas: 
por eso, se recomienda, antes de com- 
prarlas, fijarse en sus figuras y coloridos 
predominantes. 

Estas alfombras tienen como base los 
colores oscuros, predominando el rojo, el 
azul y el negro. Como una buena alfombra 
cuesta bastante, es muy importante cono- 
cer los secretos para su conservación y 
buen mantenimiento.

Santana's chinampa was located in 
the Barrio de la Asuncion neighborhood, 
where he usually ended his work day by 
drinking pulque, a fermented beverage 
made from cactus sap. One day, he quit 
drinking and started evangelizing, bible 
in hand. Apparently his preaching did not 
go over well with his neighbors, who “ex- 
pelled” him from the zone. 

Flores said that the “Isle of Dolls” 
was restored recently by the township 
and the Ecotourism Cooperative Society 
to attract visitors. 

Three cabins were built on the site 
to house the Traditional Museum, which 
will contain Julian Santana's mementos 
and his dolls, which were inherited by 
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his nephew, Anastasio Santana Velas- 
quez. 

The isle, which is located in Teshuilo 
Lake about 90 minutes by rowboat from 
Cuemanco pier in southern Mexico City, 
can be visited at any time.

Yes. bonds 
were issued to pay for the construc- 
tion of the new city hall. but these 
bonds must be paid back with in- 
terest. This repayment is scheduled 
to begin in 2006, and the pay back 
of bonds is paid through general 
funds! 

It’s a bit like making a pur- 
chase with your credit card and 
telling others that you didn't touch 
your savings and checking ac- 
counts. 

Ms. Prevetti also said that, “By 
having one central city hall, all of 
those (city) employees will be in 
one central location.”

in Iraq - in which more than 80 
U.S. soldiers and some 600 Ira- 
qis have died - is neither a civil 
war nor a popular uprising. 

“The violence we’ve seen is 
a power grab by ... extreme and 
ruthless elements from inside Iraq 
and from outside,” he said, add- 
ing that he believed that any com- 
parison of Iraq to Vietnam was 
“false.” 

On Monday, U.S. com- 
mander in Iraq Gen. John Abizaid 
requested that the equivalent of 
two new brigades - about 10,000 
men - be sent to Iraq to help deal 
with the mounting violence. 

* The president firmly stated 
that, despite the ongoing spike in 
bloodletting, his administration 
will adhere to its commitment to 
hand over political power to the 
Iraqis by June 30. 

It had been more than a year 
since Bush had held a prime-time 
news conference. The last one 
came on March 6, 2003, just a 
few days before the opening of 
the war to depose Saddam 
Hussein. 

His only other evening news 


conference was on Oct. 11,2001, 
a month after the terrorist strikes 
on New York and Washington. 

Fielding questions from 15 
reporters, Bush refused to accept 
any blame for those attacks, or 
to apologize or acknowledge 
making any mistakes in his pros- 
ecution of the war on terror. 

“Had I had any inkling what- 
soever that people were going to 
fly airplanes into buildings, we 
would have moved heaven and 
earth to protect the country. Just 
like we’re working to prevent fur- 
ther attacks,” he said. 

Bush said the United States 
would arrest or capture Muqtada 
al-Sadr, the radical Shiite cleric 
whose illegal militias are blamed 
for the mutilation of four Ameri- 
cans civilian workers in the cen- 
tral Iraqi city of Fallujah. He said 
the military would use “decisive 
force” if necessary to crush the 
insurgency staged by Al-Sadr’s 
followers. 

He compared the insurgents 
who have taken some 40 hostages 
in Iraq to radical Islamic fanatics 
around the world. He said they
